FREETRADERS ATTACK THE BILL. 


Consideration of the Bill Resumed This 


Morning—Dingley Says Rates 


Average Less Than the 


McKinley Bill. 


Washington, March 97.—In the house 


this morning the consideration of the tar- 


iff bill was resumed. The ways and 
ineins committee continued to offer 
amendments which were mostly adopted 
without opposition. Tbe rates on acetate 
of white lead were increased from three 
and a half cents to four cents a pound; on 
collars:!1.! to 3 cents. Commenting on 
these increases Richardson (Dem. Tenn.) 
declared the rates In twelve of the four- 
teen schedules of the bill were higher than 
those of the MuKinley law. 
Dookery 


(Dura. Mo.) asked how that statement 
cn'jld be reconciled with flingtey's state- 
ment that the rates averaged between the 
McKinley law and the Wilson law. Ricb- 
ardsnn replied, a comparative statement 
did not 
support Dingley's assertion. 


Dingle; said Richardson's remarks only 
illustrated what could be done by juggling 
\vitli p»r cenlage. Except for tbe In- 
creased tariff on tobacco, sugar, and silks 
tbe rates in this bill are lower than tbe 
Jli'Kmley law. 


Hopkins (Uep. 111.) said there was no 


demand for a duty on bides. 
Walter 


(Kep. Muss.) explained that few bides 
wero imported except those used for sole 
leather, so the duty on hides would be of 
little benefit to farmers. If the duty 
would increase their production in this 
country, he said, the Republicans would 
unanimously favor such duty. In regard 
to trusts Walker argued that ereat com- 
binations necessarily reduced tbe cist of 
production, consequently the price to the 
people. Trusts and tbo natural outcome 
of ;i hlcher civilization. He predicted 
th<it eventually all railroads would be 
controlled by a single corporation. 


Mmrson (Pop. Kan.) said the duty on 


hides would be of more importance to the 
farmer than all other duties in tbe agri- 
cultural schedule. It would mean an in- 
cruiiso of a dollar each or nearly 5,500,000 
hides taken from cattle slaughtered last 
ye.w.

Tbe other is strug- 
gling with H hereditary tendency to epi- 
lepsy. Under a popular government It is 
not likely that either of them would be 
chosen to any olEce whatever. Yet either 
of them, In a moment of passion or as the 
result of mere ireaklsbnes", la liable to 
plunge Europe into war which will cost 
hundreds of thousands of lives and bun 
dreds of millions in property earned by 
the bard labor of the people.

It minimizes injus 
tloe, it elevates the degraded, It rescues 
the world from the wickedness of the fools 
and the Insaniites of the mad men who as 
kings and emperors have made history a 
long record of barbaric violence and use- 
lees bloodshed 


It has been 82 years since the civil war 


closed. The close of the war marked the 
dose of the contention that states had a 
fight to withdraw from the Union. The 
IHUS wan sqnarely mada and settled on 
the battlefield where before many great 
questions bad been settled that could not 
be adjusted In conventions of the people.

There cao ha no war without animosi- 
ties and hot blood and yet strange to say

both of his lower limbs are artificial, 
who has to his credit an act of heroism 
which should make him a loved lad as 
long as th» memory of those who know 
him lasts.
